BUREAU URG 


ED 


FOR CANADA BY BANK PRESIDENT 


MONTREAL, Jan. 8-—-A plea for 
the reduction of taxation if Canadian 
manufacturers are to continue at all, 
the establishment of a central budget 
bureau along the lines of that in 
operation in the United States, tariff 
stability, Canada's pressing need of 
more immigrants and apn export tax 
on pulpwoods, fermed the chief 
points advocated by Sir Herbert Holt, 
at the annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the Royal Bank here to- 
day. Sir Herbert's address reviewed 
the economic changes in Canada in 
the past year, which he found had to 
be chronicled as a year of “slow bust- 
ness.’ At-the moment, however, he 
found that there were present several 
favorable factors which bespoke for 
Canada a greater opportunity to pull 
herself ‘‘out of the rut’ in the year 
on which we have just entered. 

Dealing with taxation, Sir Herbert 
declared that the situation was geri- 
ous indeed. Canada’s frame-work of 
raiiroads and cities must be support- 
ed by more people and by greater 
activity in industry if failure was tc 
be avoided. But while efforts ought 
to be directed to making Canada an 
attractive place to live in, actually 
the couutry was in.a less. favorable 
position with other countries, notably 
the United States, Great Britain, and 
the United States were steadily reduc- 
ing taxation, but Canada made no 
such progress and continued to 
struggle along under a burden of fed- 
eral, provincial and municipal taxes 
of all kinds. The receipts of the fed- 
era: government were barely suffi- 
clent to cover current expenditures. 
but that did not mean that noining 
could be done. Sir Herbert quoted the 
Geddes ‘axe’ committee in Great 
Britain, which had Introduced drastic 
economics, while the ‘budget system 
of the United States, installed by 
General Daves, had cut federal ex- 
penditures in half in three years and 


reduced the debt of that country 
by over five billion dollars. He re- 
commended such a system in Canada, 

it was pot only the wealthy who 
suffered, but atso the rank and file 
of the people who find it difficult to 
secure employment when industry 
| was slagnant. This situation enied 
only in thelr crossing into the United 
Slates in great numbers, 

Dealing with tariff getability, Sir 
Herbert said that Canada had, over 
a long period of years, built up a 
maenufacturing industry but since our 
home market was not large and the 
Canedian standard of living was high, 
these factories could not in most 
cases compete with the cheap labor 
of other countries, 

This was more 60 in the fact of 
threatened fariff reductions. In- 
creased protection in most cases was 
not necessary, but what was wanted 
was tariff etability. 

“The number of our workers who 
have had to leave Canada for the 
United States indicates clearly that 
we have ne room at the present for 
immigrants of the industrial class. 
The first peopie to enter Canada in 
any number must be farmers and 
these will only be attracted if the 
prices of agricultural products are 
sufficiently high to permit of farm- 
ing being carried on at a profit. If 
this is the case, a proper immigra- 
tion policy will be well rewarded,”

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LEAGUES TO AS 
SECOND GRANT 


Claim $50 Given to Rinks by 
School Board is Not Quite 
Sufficient. 


The Federation of Community Lea- 
gues last night strongly condemned 
the action of the School Board in 


proposing to make grants to Com- 
mercial rinks, and claimed that un- 
just discrimination had been made 


against community rinks. Delegates 
pointed out that in the case of the 
121st Street rink he sum of $299 was 
being granted for the concession of 
mllowing school children to use the 
rink four days a week between the 
hours of 4.30 and 5.45 p.m., and that 
similar grants had been made to 
other rinks operating throughout the 
clty. 

It was claimed that the 121}st Street 
rink sreved districts that already had, 
with two exceptions, community rinks, 
and that the money was being more 
or.less squandered. It was the feeling 
of the meeting that the money could 
be fur better utilized in providing 
rinks for the community leagues at 
present without skating facilities. 

Bigger Grant 

The Federation considered that in 
somo cases it was necessary for the 
School Board to enter into an agree- 
merftt with commercial rinks to pro- 
vide skating facitities for school 
children, but that it should only be 
done where there were no rinks avail- 
able. It was further pointed out that 
the Community rinks were called up- 
on to give over twelve hours free 
skating for $50, while the commercial 
rinks were only asked to give alx 
hours for a fur greater amount of 
money. 

The following is a list of the pro- 
posed payments to be made to com- 
mercial rinks: 121st Street, $200; 
Central Rink, $250; South Side open 
rink, $1985; South Side covered rink, 
$135; Arena Rink $200. 

Considerable time was taken up 
with ‘the discussion of the executive 
committee's report on the formula- 
tion of a definite policy for ths con- 
ducting of rinks, and also for the ap- 
plying of assistance of both the Coun- 
cil and the School Board. It was felt 
by the Federation that the policy in 
the past was to haphazard, and that 
in order to obtain the best results 
both for the Community leagues, and 
in. the interests of thse governing 
bodies of the city, that a definite 
stand should be taken on the ques- 
jons of suprvision of rinks, the 
hours of skating, and the grants to 
be made by the city and the School 
board. 

Proper Supervision 

In future, it was decided that no 
league would be eligible for a grant 
unless proper supervision of the skat- 
ing was provided, and that the lea- 
gue should satisfy the Federation on 
this point, who would then pass on 
the application to council, or school 
board. A request will be made to the 
School Board for a further grant of 
$50 towards the up-keep of rinks for 
this season, it being contended that 
the $50 grant already meade was not 
sufficient to meet the cost of the free 
skating privileges for school children 
insisted on by the School Board. 

Draft resolutions to be presented 
to the School Bogard governing the 
use of class rooms and auditoriums 
for community league purposes were 
dissussed at length, it being decided 
that unless the educational side of 
community work be undertaken that 
no concession be granted by the 
school board to any league unit. 

T. J. Irvine, chairman of the civic 
committee, tendered his resignation 
from that committee. T. Hast being 
appointed as his successor. Mr. Irvine 
was elected a vice president of the 
Federation. ‘

Poo! is Yead Old 

Just a year after they had directed 
that a co-operative wheat pool be 
organized, the United Farmers of 
Manitoba this afternoon heard offi- 
clals of the pool report on results 
of the first year's operations. 

A show of hands indicated that the 
great majority of those present were 
former poo! members and the dele- 
gates heartily endorsed the pool and 
its extension to coarse grains, to 
operate for the 1925 crop. 

Cc. H. Burnell, president of the 
Manitoba pool, said 91,281 farmers 
in the three provinces now stood 
shoulder to shoulder !n marketing 
their wheat. Of these, 9,224 were in 
Manitoba, 80,749 ip Alberta and 51,- 
818 in Saskatchewan, Altogether they 
represented about eleven million 
acres. Mr. Burnell said he was unable 
to say what members would get for 
their wheat. He could say, however, 
that an interim payment would be 
made before seeding. It would be as 
large as it could be made with safety 
to the pool and ff possible equal on 
all grades of wheat and he believed 
it would be satisfactory. 

A campaign for membere of the 
coarse grains pool will be undertaken 
at once by the wheat pool organiza- 
tion. The new pool will handle oats, 
barley, flax and rye and will be op- 
erated if 6,000 gignatures are re- 
ceived. Contracts wili ‘be for five 
years. 

Mr. Burnell sald he had every hope 
that Alberta and Sasrkatche""%n also 
would come in. Mr. Burnell «aid co- 
operation had been the leading spirit 
in the farmers’ movement for twenty 
years. 


Much Opposition 


The basis of the poo) idea was the 
contract which each grower made 
with his fellow growers and from 
which nobody could relieve him. 
Every effort had been made this year 
by interested parties, he declared, to 
persuade pool members” to break 
their contracts, but those who.did so 
deliberately could be numbered on 
the fingers of one hand. 

The speaker said, there had been 
rumors that the pools sold one hun- 
dred rnillion bushels of wheat at 
$1.20. He assured the delegates nu 
wheat whatever was sold at that 
price. Mr. Burnell exniained that the 
Canadian Co-operative Wheat Pro- 
ducers, Limited, was the selling 
agency for the three pools. They 
worked with eight banks who gave 
them a line of credit and required a 
margin of 15 per cent over the initial 
payment to members, 

“Our selling policy, generally,” he 


sald, “Is one of orderly marketing 
Grain comes in as usual, but that {| 
does not mean it is marketed as 


usual. The pocl aims to sell at the 
high price, and step eelling on the 
drops.” It would always be difficult 
to prove exactly what the pool had 
acoomplished, but already they had 
done one big thing. Three large ex- 
porters working from New York 
who had been one of the main causes 
of the depression in Canadian wheat 
lost their premier position within two 
months. 

Mr. Burnell said the farmers had 
{in mind absolute control of all facili- 
tles, including elevators, in handlire 
their grain. In the meantime they 
had created a great marketing mach- 
ine, and had undertaken at the same 
time @ great social experiment. 

The Cattle Pool 

©. Rice-Jones addressed the cen- 
vention on the operations of the co- 
operative cattle pool, which is con-~- 
trolled by the United Grain Growers. 
Limited. 

Mr. Rice-Jones said the cattle pool 
had accomplished ea gocd deal, but 
the system still was far from perfect. 
Too many deajers were on the pay- 
yoll of the producers and a lot of 
money was getting away from them 
because they did not co-operate as 
they should in marketing.
